FIRST DAY OF THE GREAT CELEBRA- 
TION. 


A THOUSAND FLOATS IN PROCESSION: 


President Harrison on the Reviewing Stand 
—The President’s Reception at the 
City Hall—Tradea Displays, Etc. 


BattTimore, September 9.—The six days’ 
celebration of the anniversary of the defense 
of Baltimore, in our second war with Great 
Britain, commenced here today. The events 
to be celebrated are of national importance, 
and the fact that one of them, the bombard- 
ment of Fort MecFlenry, inspired that patriotic 
outburst in song, “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” issuflicient of itself to give to the Balti- 
more festival a national interest, which has 
been recognized in the participation of Presi- 
dent Harrison and the efforts of the war and 
navy departments to contribute to its success. 

Along the great thoroughfares of the queen 
of the Chesapeake the frowning fronts of old- 
time war housesand graceful arches and pil- 
lars of modern palaces of trade hide their som- 
bre colors in festoons of bunting and clusters of 
ffags. Never before in the history of Balti- 
more has anything like it been seen. 
Scarcely a business house or dwelling in the 
central section but what has been outwardly 
YPeautified by the artistic hands of the deco- 
rator. The decorations this year form a strik- 
ing contrast to those of the Oriole and the 
sesqui-centennial. 

The stars and stripes are displayed every- 
where in preference to the black and orange 
of the Oriole times, but still the orange and 
Black fill important subordinate places. The 
banner of the nation and the flag of the state, 
the standards of Europe and national colors 
of countries of the new world, mingle their 
brilliant hues in contrasts and harmonies. 
Flags are hung across the street and wave a 
hearty welcome to the thousands who, like a 
living hedge, line the siaewalks, along the 
line of march and in the innumerable stands 


which have been erected, ied 

The party which came over from Washing- 
ton in a private car were President Harrison, 
Secretarics Windom and Tracy and Marshal 
Ransde!!. Directly from the reception at the 
depot the president was escorted by the recep- 
tion committee to the grand stand. Along the 
route ie received hearty cheers on all sides. 
On the president’s reviewing stand are Presi- 
dent Harrison; on his right ex-Mayor of 
Baltimore Hodges, of the citizens’ reception 
committee, and Secretary Windom; on the 
left sat Secretary Tracy; ,on the second row 
Marsha! liansdell, of the District of Columbia ; 
Adjutant-Genera! Kelton, members of the re- 
caption committee, among them President 
Charles F. Mayer, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad; Henry Parr, president of the corn 
and four exchange, and others. A great bell 
on the first tloat announcing the approach of 


the parade liad passed, and at 11:15 Governor - 


Jackson and Mayor Latrobe were driven up 
and jvined the presidential party on the re- 
viewing stand and witnessed the parade as it 
passed. : 

The exposition and street parades started 
from Groadway at 10 o’clock in the morning, 
and passed over the published route to Pinalico. 
The order of line was as follows:

Historical Floats, representing War and Peace, es- 
coried by a guard of honor composed af

The “war” float is an allegorical picture of 
the battle cf North Point. On the floats rep- 
resenting peace, an eagle, with wing folded. is 

erched on ashield, on which is painted the 
lary!and coat of arins. 

Though Eben Appleton refused to loan the 
star spangled canner, the Gnard of Honor was 
uot withouta suitable flag tocarry. Furled 
above the heads of the descendents of the war- 
riors who fought and died in defense of Balti- 
more, was afiag, an exact representation of 
the star spangled banner made by patriotic 
ladies of Baltimore. 

The six divisions of the parade marched in 
the following order: First division—Grand 
Army of the Republic, George F. Wheeler, 
marshal. 

2. Veteran volunteers, firemen of Maryland 
aud elsewhere. | , 

3. Baltimore city fire department. 

4. Benevolent and other societies, and alsoa 
battalion of public school children and inmates 
of St. Marv’s industrial school.

6. Industrial trades and. railrvad display. 
Private exhibits in the trades display evince 
much originality. One float alone cost $4,000, 
and half a dozen others cost $1,000 each. 
Foremost among them are six floats of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad giving a complete 
histurical sketch of the great corporation from 
its early organization to the present, beginning 
with a passenger coach drawn by a single 
horse, the application of horse power to rail- 
way cars two years after, the double deck, a 
sleeper which run between Baltimore and 
Frederick in 1830, also propelled by horses; a 
sail car conceived by Evan Thomas in 1829; 
the Pave electric motor of 1851, and the latest 
and most improved and thoroughly equipped 
vestibule cars, of which a view is obtained 
through an opening in the tunnel.

The parade, consisting of 1,000 floats and 
altogeti:er 15,000 men, was four hoursin pass- 
ing the stand.

At last it was over, and the committee took 
the president, amid the flattering huzzas of 
the people, back to the Rennert house. 

MRS. HARRISON’S ARRIVAL. 

Mrs. Harrison, who arrived at the hotel 
from Jenkintown, returned to Washington by 
an early t (in, as did also Secretary Windom. 
In the hore! arlors were many prominent cit- 
izens, when the mayor read the engrossed res 
olutions of the city council inviting the presi- 
dent to hold a public reception at the city hall. 
The mayor, on behalf of the reception com- 
niittee invited him toattend a dinner in his 
honor at the hotel. 

Into the large dining room of the 
Rennert house fiied one hundred and 
fifty guests, wishing to honor the president 
ofthe United States. Amorchestra, concealed 
behind natural ferns, paves @uzjng the meal. 
Deynent Was emitted through stained Rass, 
and the subdued incandescent électric light 
added brilliancy to the scene. 

The president and party left a little early in 
order to attend the reception at the city hall. 
RECEPTION AT THE CITY HALL. 

The president stood from 6 to 7p. m. near 
the doorof the reception room, and as two 
thousand five hundred men, women and chil- 
dren passed, single file, he gave each a firm 
shake of the hand and a pleasant look. He 
readily took the hand of children and all. 


The reception closed sharply on 
the minute, and for a few minutes 
the president sat in the chair of the 


mayor of Baltimore. As the president was re- 


coguized descending the stairs cheer upon 
cheer, loud and clear, rang out, the most fran- 
tic since his stay, continuing to the depot 
where the chief executive entered the car

NEWMAN A KNOW NOTHING. 
The Bishopis Against Foreigners Holding 
Offices in America. 

Cuicaco, September 9.—Bishop Newman, 
of Omaha, addressed the Methodist ministers 
at their meeting in the Methodist church 
block on the subject of the race problem in the 
south and the work of the Methodist church 
in solving it. Thé speaker told of his late 
trip through the country, and gave several 
graphic illustrations of his experiences. IRgno- 


rance and fanaticism were to blame for much. 


of the ill-feeling, he said, but‘contrary to the 
general belief ignorance and fanaticism were 
asmuchonone side as on the other. Col- 
leges for colored people were doing a 
wonderful amount of good, and a promi- 
nent southern statistician adinitted that there 
were now more illiterate people among the 
whites than ainong the colored people. This 
was largely due to the efforts of the Meth- 
odist church in pushing education among the 
negroes. The speaker said he called on the 


governor of South Carolina and had a long | 


talk with him. tie discovered for the first 
time that the Methodists were 
NOT WORKING FOR SOCIAL EQUALITY 

for the negroes, but for full political recognition. 
“Tie comp!ained,’’said Bishop Newman, “‘of the 
terrible strain of the conflict engendered by 
race prejudice. I told him that he had a com- 
paratively easy problein. “You of 
the south,’ I said, ‘“‘have only your 
native born people to contend with, 
while we in the north have all Europe. 
I would rather a thousand times be a south- 
erner and havea race problem to grapple with, 
than be here ia Chicago and the north and be 
confronted by these vast hordes of ignorant, 
uneducated foreigners, who are swarniing over 
here to take possession. I look forward to 
tho time, and I hope it is not far distant, when 
We can stand up and firmly say, ‘no foreign 
born citizen shall henceforward have place in 
the legislative conduct of this country.’ ”’ 

Bishop Newman’s remarks were received 
With applause, but were not discussed .

SUNSET COX DYING. 


His Physicians Say There Is No Hope for 
Him. 

New York," Sepiember 9.—An_ evening 
paper says: ‘“‘Congressman Samuel Sullivan 
Cox is dying at his home, 13 East Twelfth 
street. Tour days ago he was confined to his 
bed by an attack of what he supposed to be 
malarial fever. This rapidly developed into 
acute pneumenia, which has defied the best 
medical skill. Yesterday his physicians gave 
up all hope, and announced that the days of 
the statesman-huimorist could be numbered on 
the fingers of one hand. Congressman Cox 
was to have lectured on his visit to Yellowstone 
Park, before Steckler association tomorrow 
night.” 

At one o’clock Mr. Cox’s condition was ap- 
parentiy unchanged. His doctor says that the 
next twelve hours will decide whether he will 
recover or not. 

At 3 o’clock, Hon. S. S. Cox was reported as 
being very low. A conference has been held 
by his physicians, Lockwood, Skidder, Wyn- 
koop, and Sowers, of Washington. The result 
of the conference showed that while Mr. Cox 
was very low, there was no immediate danger, 


A MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE. 


A Boston Manufacturer Puts a Bullet 
Through His Head. 
GLOUCESTER, Mass., September °%.—Eben 
Dale, aged 45, a Boston manufacturer, 
who fot many years has been a 
suinmer resident at Ireshwater Cove, 
committed suicide this morning in his 
room there, shooting himself with an 
old-fashioned pistol, the bullet going through 
his head. Some years ago Dale had the Ro- 
man fever, aud the lingering effects of the 
disease caused him considerable brain trouble, 
and this is supposed to be thecause of his 
suicide. The deceased leaves a widow who is 
out of town, but for whom he left a letter. 
Dale was one of the best known men in Bos-+ 
ton. In addition to lis other business inter- 
ests, he was treasurer of the Dexter woolen 
mills and selling agent for William Trubull & 
Co., New York. ‘The directors of the Dexter 
mills, who were in session this morning, state 
that their business is prosperous, that there 


are no complications and thatthey kuow no 


reason for Dale’s rash act. 
HE SWALLOWED POISON. 


But Before He Did So He Killed His Mis- 
tress. 

Curcaco, Ill., September 9.—A dispatch 
from Tacoma, W. T., says: Yesterday morn- 
ing lieury Stewart, of Stewart & Holmes Drug 
Co., found his shipping clerk, Eugene Clark, 
looking strangely, and accused him of bein 
intoxicated. He denied the charge, but handel 
over his keys on Stewart’s demand. He in-~ 
stantly fell over backward insensible. Clark was 
taken toa doctor's ofiice.where it was found that 
he was sufferingfrom poison. A search of the 
store revealed the fact that a bottle of atropia 
had been emptied a few minutes previously. 
As soon as Clark had been taken to a doctor’s 
ofiice Stewart crossed the hail into the room 
occupied by Clark, where a woman about thirty 
years of age was lying dead on the bed with 
the back part of her head shet off. It was 
learned that the woman, Florence Cross, had 
been drinking with a Northern Pacific yards 
man, and that she took him to Clark’s room. 
Clark quarreled with the woman’s companion 
and finally shotherdead. Seeing what he had 
done, he swallowed poison. Clark came here 
from St. Paul, Minn. 

JUMPED FROM THE WINDOWS. 
Working Girls Fatally Injured at a Fire in 
New York. 

‘ALBANY, N. Y., September 9,—Fire 
broke out on an upper floor of McArdie’s 
four-story rag and junk warehouse at 1:50 this 
afternoon. Thirty or forty women and girls 
were employed in picking rags. Many of them 
escaped by the stairways and fire escape, but 
some were cut off by adense smoke. One girl 
fell from a third-story window upon a pile of 
iron and was fatally hurt. Another followed a 
moment later and was badly injured. Both 
were breathing when taken to the hospital. 
Another was probably fatally burned. It] is 
reported that others were caught in the build- 
ing, but of this nothing can be learned de 
finitely.

THE JUDGE IS WEARY 


OF THE CHALLENGING OF TALES- 
MEN: 


AND OVERRULES SEVERAL OF THEM. 


More Evidence Coming to Light in the 
Cronin Marder Mystery—Uow a Lawyer 
Secured Some of the Blood-Stains. 


_Cicaco, September 9.—The weary work of 
finding a jury for the Cronin trial was resumed 
before Judge McConnell this morning and 
froma ruling soon after the examination of 
talesmen was begun, it would appear that he is 
disposed to accelerate the work. 

Henry Sweet, a farmer from Glenwood, was 
examined and cross examined at length and 
finally Mr. Forrest for the defense said: 

“I challenge this juror for cause, for two 
reasons. He has formed an opinion as to the 


existence of conspiracy to kill Dr. Cronin and | 


also as to whether or not some of these de- 
fendants were members of that conspiracy; 
and further that Dr. Cronin was killed in 
pursuance of the actionofa certain supposed 
trial committee appointed by camp twenty of 
the so-called Clan—Na-Gael society.”’ 

THE JUDGE ASKS A QUESTION, 

The Court—‘‘I want to ask the juror a ques- 
[To 
the juror.} If taken and sworn asa juror, 
would you, notwithstanding opinions formed 
upon these matters, be able to give these per- 
sons @ fair and impartial trial, and find a ver- 
dict exclusively upon the evidence received 
from the witnesses and the law as received 
from the court ?’’ } 

Answer—‘‘Yes, sir.”’ 

' Court—“The challenge is overruled.” 

Forrest—‘‘Then we take an exception, your 
honor, from the ruling of the court, and we 
challenge the juror peremptorily on behalf of 
Begas.”’ 

ihe same process followed with the next 
candidate, at the end of wil examination 
Mr. Forrest said: ‘Il challenge the iuryman 
for cause, on the ground that he has formed an 
opinion, which he considers pretry firm and

New Evidence Discovered. 

Cuicaao, Ill., September 9.—It seems that 
although a great deal of matter has been pub- 
lished about the Cronin murder, the true story 
of the discovery of the evidence at the Carlson 
cottage has never been told until now. It is 
also singular that the reporters who were 
working on the case nover discovered that on 
the night of May 7th, three days after Dr. Cro- 
nin was killed, two men, now supposed to have 
been Kunze and Cooney, were arrested and 


| taken to the station and discharged by Captain 


King. A local paper stated recently that 
there was a certain Irish oflicer on the Lake- 
view police force who was suspected of direct 
implication in the murder of Cronin. Other 
such statements were printed by the same 
paper in later issues. Finally the officer detes- 
mined 
TO TELL HIs STORY, 
which is now made public for the first time. 
Officer Robinson has been on the Lakeview 
force several years, and has always borne a 
good reputation. Heisan Jrishman by pa. 
rentage, butis not a member of any Irish 
secret society. Robinson had a beat in. which 
the cottage was located, and it was his duty to 
patrol Ashland avenue and intersecting streets 
for several blocks north and south of the Carl- 
son house. At different times before the mur- 
der, Robinson noticed some men going in and 
out of the cottage. On the night of May Gth, 
Robinson saw a man 
CRAWLING OUT OF THE BASRMENT 

of the cottage, and accosted him. Robinson 
has never seen Burke, but he believes that 
Burke was the man who talked with him that 
evening. Hesaid that he and his brother 
were renting the cottage, and that he had 
been inthe basement simply to see if there 
was not a good piace there to store some old 
furniture. ) 

At 9 o'clock the next night Robinson came 
upon two men who were talking together in 
the shadow of a little real estate office near the 
Carlson cottage. Robinson speke to them, and 
the shorter of the two announced, in broken 
English, with German accent, that they had 
lost their way and wanted to get down town. 
Robinson asked them why they were standing 
and talking on the corner, if they wanted to 
got down town. The taller man, who had a 
dark mustache, and who spoke with an Irish 
accent, answered evasively, and Robinson 

DETERMINED TO ARREST THEM. | 

Just as he started for the patrol box a man 
ran from the direction of P. O’Sullivan’s barn 
and asked what Robinson was going to do with 
the men. Robinson recognized this third per- 
son as the man he had seen crawling from the 
basement of the Carlson cottage, and told him 
he was going tothe station and if the stranger 


said much he would take bim along. Theman. 


said no more when he saw that the officer rec- 
ognized him. Robinson went tothe station with 
the two men and they were questioned by 
Captain Wing. They gave their names and 
supposed addresses and repeated the story that 
they had nreviously toid to Robinson. No 
charges were entered against them on the 
books, consequently the otticer 
DOES NOT REMEMBER THE NAMES 


they gave. 
kept in custody until morning and then re- 
leased by Captain Wing’s orders. 

‘What was the use of sending them to 
Bridewel) to cost the city of Lakeview twenty-

The men thus discharged it is believed by 
Officer Robinson were Kunze and Cooney. 
Their description answers that of the two sus- 
pects very closely. : 

At the time of their arrest it was not believed 
that Dr. Cronin had been murdered. Two 
nights later, Robinson said he saw one of the 
men he had arrested coming out of the cottage 
after midnight. Hedid not accost kim, be- 
cause he considered that he had been rebuked 
by Captain Wing whert he discharged the 

risoners. Robinson taiked with the neigh- 
rs about the goings on in the cottage, and 
concluded that there must have been a crime 
committed there. He told Carlson of his sus- 
picions, and young Carlson went into the 
cottage | 
AND FOUND THE BLOODSTAINS. 
Thought that Cronin had probably been killed 
in the place suggested itself to Robinson, and 
he told Captain Wing of his suspicions. The 
latter adhered to his story, but did nothing. 
Robinson learned more about the 
stranger of the cottage and again spoke to 
Captain Wing. Three times in succession the 
officer claims to have told Wing of his belief 
that Cronin was killed in the cottage, but 


nothing was done until a week after Cronin’s 


body was found. Lieutenant Schuetler was then 
sent from Larrabee station to Lakeview, and 
while talking with Captain Wing, learned of 
Robinson’s suspicions. Schuetler went to the 


cottage and examined the bloodstains, and sat- 
isfied himself that the murder had been com- 
mitted there. Robinson has not as yet been 
summoned as a witness by the state. |

A Brutal Husband Meets His Death in 
Augusta.’ :

Stallings then turned 
a Cobb and ordered him to stop rap- 
P ng. The latter continued {to rap 

or a policeman, and Stallings rushed on him 
With a knife. Cobb was shot — the leg 
ten years ago and walks with a stick. When 
Stallings advanced on him with the knife, 
Cobb, seeing his: danger, struck his assailant 
several times with the stick that he carried, 
felling him to the earth and rendering him 
helpless. After this the wounded man was 
ken into his home and Dr. Moran sum- 
oned, who pronounced the contusions quite 
Serious, but not necessarily fatal. Yes- 
terday Stallings was taken to 
© hospiial, where his condition 
me much [fworse, and he died this 
svening. Ds. Dozier and Glass made an au-- 
topsy tonight, and wil! testify before the cor- 
oner’s jury tomorrow that Stallings’s death re- 
suited from concussion of the brain, caused by 
blows on his head.

Five, Hundred Dollars the Wager for the 


} Test. 


AvoustTa, Ga,, September 9.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Thomas Butler’s horse, ‘‘Bullet,’’ trotted 
ten miles this afternoon on the exposition 
grounds, on a $500 wager. Mr. John O’Brien 
bet $500 that ‘“‘Builet’’ conldn’t trot ten miles 
in forty minutes.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


To Increase the Number of Supreme Court 
Judges—A Short Senate Session. 

One of the most important measures now be~ 
fore the senate isthe bill tosubmittothe peoplea 
ecousiitutional amendment to elect two associate 
judge: of the supreme court, so as to make five in- 
siead of three. 

Everyone who has any knowled se ofthe business 
done by the supreme court, and the labor perform- 
ed by each one of he judges 
knows that there is work cnough to 
kili three men. When the question was submitted 
to the people last year it was thought to be so sure 
to carry that no ettort was made in its behalf be- 
fore the people, and the amendment practically 
went by default. In some iusiances there were no 
tickeis with the printed amendment furnished to 
voters. Senator W. A, Jobunuson, of Columbus, 
the author of this bill, thinks that when 
the matter is fairly put before the  peo- 
ple they will adopt (he amendment by a 
handsome majority, Thisis the general opinion, 
and the bill will undoubtediy pass. 

As the two large committees to the lunatic 
asylum and the penitentiary are still absent, leay- 
ing a bare quorum, the senate could not with pro- 
priety put bills on their passage yesterday; so about 
an hour was spentin clearing the secretary's desk 
of al! business ripe for ac-ion, which consisted of 
hills on firstand second reading. When this was 
done the senate adjourned till 10 o’clock this morn- 


ing. .

REGARDING PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 


Senator Bartlett's Bill to Legalize Them and 
What it Means. 


The bill by Senator Bartlett, which has 
passed the senate and 1s now pending in the house 
for a third reading, to legalize pr:mary elections, is 
a measure of considerable interest. 

The biil provides that all elections held by any 
political partyin this state for the nomination of 
candidates for offices or for other purposes, and 
known as primary elections, shall be and are here- 
by recognized and declared to be, to ail intents 
and purposes, elections as fully as though held for 
the regular election of officers, under the constitu- 
ticn ahd laws of this state, 

Whenever any political party er the executive 
committee or officers thereof shali order any pri- 
mary election to be held for the nomination of 
candidates for office or for other purposes, the per- 
sons selected as managers or superintendents to 
hold said election at various polling places shall be 
required before entering upon the discharge of said 
duties to take and subscribe before some officer an- 
thorized to administer an oath, if present, and it 
none such are on the spot and acting at the time res 
quired, then said superintendents may swear each 
other and the vote sha!l be of the sameeftcct as if 
taken before a qualified officer. They shali swear 
to faithfully superintend the primary and make a 
just return, and not Knowingly permit any one to 
yote who is not a legal voter. No person 
shall be entitled to vote wuniess he shall 
be a member of the political party whose 
executive committee has ordered the primary elec- 
tion, and who isa legal voter, nor shall any one be 
allowed to vote twice at the same primary. 

The bill further provides that if any person shall 
yote who is not a legal voter!}e shali be punished 
as prescribed in section 4810 of the code of 1882. No 
person shall have theright to vote who if upon 
being challenged cannot take the oath that he is a 
legal voter, belongs tothe political party holding 
the primary and has not before voted at that pri- 
mary. The votes cast at such election shall be 
counted and the result certified to the executive 
comnuiittee, or officers of such party as ordered the 
primary, to be accompanied by the certificates, list 
of voters and tally sheets, and all the papers, in- 
cluding the ballots, properly sealed up, as now pro- 
vided for holding elections for members of the gen- 
eral assembly. Any superintendent or manager 
failing to properly conduct the primary, and to 
make correct returns of the same shall be punished 
as prescribed in section 74310 of the code.’’

THOUGH BADLY WOUNDED HE SENT 
COMMANDS TO HIS REGIMENT. 


The Wounding of Representative John T. 
Crewder, of Monroe, at Sharpsburg, 45 
Told By an Eye Witness. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 9.—[Special.}— 
The Times tells an interesting story of Hon. 
John T. Crowder’s bravery dnring the war. 
During the entire four years he was at the 
front, where the smoke of battie was thickest 
and the shells avd bails fell fastest, and he 
knows what it wasto have faced the enemy 
and felt a stinging bullet pushing its way into 
the flesh. He was seriously wounded at the 
battle of Sharpsburg, and for along while he 
lay in the hospital. Many were the times that 
it seemed as if all 
ery were blasted and quite a_ struggle 
did he have between life and death. A prom- 
inent physician of this city was in the same 
command with Mr. Crowder, and told a Times 
reporter the story of how that gentleman was 
wounded. This will be interesting reading 
because of the prominence that has been ac- 
corded Mr. Crowder on account of the presen- 
tation of the watch. 

“It was a bright, sunshiny morning in 
August; all nature seemed to be animated and 
brightened and more cheerful than usual, and 
old Sol rose in glistening splendor over the 
tall mountain in the distant east,”’ said Dr. J. 
Butts, the physician in question. 

‘‘All was calm, and there was little that 
indicated that 
A GREAT BATTLE WAS SOON TO TAKE PLACE, 
save the fact that the hills and valleys around 
were filled with confederate soldiers. Some 
gathered around their tents, eating their 
scanty breakfast, while others lay on the 
ground or walked about, telling yarns or 
dreaming some sweet dream of the loved ones 
athome. They little thought of the battle 
that was soon to take place. Just across a 
little creek was the camp of the blue-coats 
and they, too, seemed unmindful of the 
dreadful fight that was then being planned, 
Presently there sounded the crack, 
crack of musketry. It was along the picket 
lines and was the first warning of what was 
to come. Then followed the command to 
form, and in less time than it takes to tell it 

THE TWO ARMIES WERE ADVANCING 
toward each other. Then came the boom ofa 
cannon from the confederate side. This was 
answered by a volley from the union ranks, 
and the battle had begun. Mr. Crowder was 
colonel of the Thirty-first Georgia, and I was 
then lieutenant of acompany, but at the end 
of that battle was made surgeon. Our 
reciment was the first on the extreme east of 
the confederate line. There it sesomed that 
the fight was the hottest. Amidthe hailstorm 
of bullets, shells and minnie balls Colonel 
Crowder was always at the head of his regi- 
ment, and many is the time that he raised his 
sword aloft that day and called out, ‘Onward, 


boys, we can’t afford to give up this line!’ He, 


had taken his position near the colors of the 
regiment when ashell from the enemy’s guns 
struck himin the breast. Then 

A MINNIE BALL CAME WHIZZING 
through the air, striking him in the abdomen. 
Both the wounds were serious, and as the 
colonel fell to the ground he called out, ‘Tako 
me off, so I won’t be struck by shells!’ 

‘‘Hearing his call, Sergeant Sutton and my- 
self took him and placed bim behind a large 
rock which lay near by.” When we put him 
dowm he said, ‘Boys,don’t let me be left here,I 
an want to fall intothe hands of the enemy.’ 
Wethen carried him down @ ravine to a little 
church beyond the Potomac. I did all thatI 
could toward dressing his wounds, but with 
the Jack of the preper material the work wags 
poorly done at best, and the colonel was grow- 
ing very weak from the loss of blood when an 
ambulance came along and carried him to the 
hospital. There he struggled fora long time, 
just between life and death, but his wounds 
were at least healed and he was restored to his 
country which sorely needed his services. § 

‘‘T never saw aman more braveand coura 
geous in time of danger than he and, as he lay 
in that old church with two ghastly woundsin 
his body, either of which might have produced 
death, he talked as calmly about what was 
going on and gave commands that were to be 
conveyé@ to his regiment with as much cool- 
ness and judgment as if he had not been in- 
jured at all. In him the people of Monroe 
have an able legislator, and it is as little as 
they can do to let him retain his seat in the 
general assembly as long as le desires.”’

Positions.

The Hall Resolutions, 
The house has before it the Hall resolu- 
tions, which have been recommended by sub- 
stitute from the Western and Atlantic 
railroad committee. We print the substi- 
tute, which was recommended unani- 
* mously by the committee, and approve it, 
because it is simple justice. There is noth- 
ing wrong about it, and the legislature will 
be derelict of its duty if it fails to pass some 
guch measure. We have said before, 
and now repeat it, that a sensible man in 
the legislature would not treat a tenant of 
one year’s standing with any such snatch 
game as is proposed toward the lessees of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, by 
gome members of the legislature. We have 
never been in favor of saying the legislature 
ought to pay what they claim for ‘‘better- 

-ments.’’ We are opposed to this—but we 
are not opposed to finding out what they 
claim, and what ought to be paid from the 
standpoint of the legislature. No one de- 
nies that they have someclaim. It is the 
duty of the legislature to ascertain it. If it 
is too much there is an easy way to 
change it. 

The reason that we say this is based on 
the following grounds, which we consider 
invincible: 

Ist. It is never wrong to do right, in pub- 
lic or private affairs. 

2d. If trouble in comes the future, 
members who voted to find out what 
the lessees claim will not be blamed for 
trying earnestly to make a settlement. 

3d. There is no trouble to come to the 
state by getting the lessees to put their 
claim in such shape that if there is a law- 
suit in the future, we can, at least, have a 
basis to go on, to see what they expected. 

Now, it is useless to disguise the fact that 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad is 
at the bottom of this claim. They are, and 
will be, the beneficiaries of whatever is paid. 

We know that this great corporation is 
honest and honorable under its present man- 
agement, that it has done much to build up 
the states of Tennessee and Alabama, 
They are distinct and separate from the 
system of roads in our state, but they want 
to be bidders for a new lease of the West- 
ernand Atlantic railroad. They furnish 
seventy-five per cent of the business now 
furnished to the latter road at Chattanooga. 
If they have to resort to the law 
to have their claim adjudicated, 
they will not bid for another lease 
of the road, and we thereby lose a 
good bidder—and this is a good reason why 
we ought at least to treat them fairly. This 
road now owns a half interestin the Geor- 
gia railroad, and if the system comes to 
Georgia we will get all the competition we 
want in this state, and it will be the means 
of bringing more roads to the state. 

What we say on this subject is prompted 
only by a sense of justice. We will be just 
as outspoken as any one can be against the 
payment of any large sum to the lessees in the 
shape of ‘‘betterments,’’ or otherwise. But 
we have never doubted the propriety of pass- 
ing some measure looking to a proper settle- 
ment of this matter. It is right and proper, 
and ought to be acted upon by the legisla- 
ture in the proper spirit. 


Colonel Buck and Carpetbaggerism. 

We print elsewhere a card from Colonel 
Buck, in which he states that only a few of 
the Georgia offices are held by carpet-bag- 
gers. 

We are not disposed to hold an argument 
with Colonel Buck. The exact statements 
of his card arenot correct. There are more 
than the number of offices he names held 
by men of northern birth—not counting 
the marshalship which he will take for him- 
self in a few days. 

It is enough to say that no matter who 
holds the offices in Georgia, Colonel Buck 
has filled them. He has been the man to 
say who should and who should not admin- 
ister our affairs. It was his influence that 
led the president to disregard the wishes of 
avery large majority cf this people in the 
selection of a postmaster. It has been Col- 
one] Buck who has named the men to hold 
office in this state. 

For this censorship over us Colonel Buck 
has neither right nor qualification—save 
what exists in his partisan services. It was 
to fit his case, that General Longstreet 
framed his definition of carpet-bagger. 
Colonel Buck came south after the war, an 
office-seeker, and he has been ever since 
an office-holder. He will in a few days lay 
down one office simply to take up another. 
He did not come south asa business man 
seeking his living in legitimate trade, and 
thus sharing with us the burdens and obli- 
gations of our up-hill struggle. He came as 
an office-seecker—to hold amid a stricken 
people a commission that he could not have 
won from their suffrage, or won with their 
approval. This he has done and continues 
todo. And yet the state of Georgia, as far 
as the federal offices are concerned, sits at 
this man’s feet, and he is the arbiter to de- 
cide who. shall or shall not hold the offices 
of the government in this commonwealth. 

We say nothing of Coiouel Buck’s fite 
mess or unfitness. It is not at stake 
in this discussion. Had he come here 
as a business man, and worked at his 


+ business and from that drifted into office- 


holding, he would by his original intention 
- @nd by his commercial service have somewha 
_ eommended himself and blunted his keen 
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and disfranchised people, backed by the |} 


power that had broken them, he would find 
opportunity, money, and power—in such 
rich measure as he could not hope for 
amid his own people where procedure was 
reguiar and normal. If the predatory in- 
stinct that, in our opinion, brought him 
here hasin any degree abated, the subsid- 
ence has not yet reached his fingers, which 
gripping early, still keeps their- hold! 

But as we said before, we do not care to 
hold an argument with Colonel Buck—no 
good cancome of it—to him, to us, or to 
the public. That he.is made by the presi- 
dent the censor of federal administration in 
Georgia, substantiates, no matter who holds 
the offices, our assertion that our essential 
troubles ate aggravated~ by the fact that 
carpet-baggery is in the saddle again, and 
that our people are served by-officers of 
neither their choosing or approval! 


Thé Late Dr. Pucker. 

The sad and sudden death of the Rey. 
Henry H. Tucker, D.D., removes a good 
and great man from the ranks of Baptist 
divines and Christian workers. 

Trained originally for the bar, Dr. 
Tucker went into the ministry fully 
equipped for his work. He was ready, clear 
and forcible in his style of speaking and 
writing, and he remained a student all his 
life. Tis sermons, his books and his edi- 
torials in the Christian Index were all char- 
acterized by logical arrangement, deep 
thought and vigorous English. 

Dr. Tucker possessed in a pre-eminent 
degree the courage of his convictions. He 
was a positive man. Having once taken 
his stand on the right side, according to his 
judgment, he was outspoken and aggressive, 
advocating the faith that was in him with 
overwhelming zeal and ardor. Naturally 
such a man soon found leadership thrust 
upon him. The great denomination to 
which he belonged recognized his rare 
ability and rallied about him. For long 
years he held an honored place in the front 
rank of southern Baptists—a place which 
he held until the day of his death. 

Although he had passed the allotted limit 
of three score and ten, this eminent divine 
and journalist gave promise of years of 
active usefulness, and his loss will be _ sin- 
cerely mourned in thousands of homes. A 
fitting tribute to this great soul will come 
in due time from the tongues and pens of 
those who knew him best. It cannot be 
attempted in these hasty times.

A Card From Colonel Back. 


Epirors Constitution: In an editorial in 
te ogame ap stan oes issue of your valuable paper 
you speak of ‘tone aggravating incident of re}ubli- 
can rule,” and state: “Wealludeto the appoint- 
ment of carpet- baggers to the offices of the south.”’ 
You proceed to discuss the matter as though the 
federal offices in the state were filled with ‘carpet- 
baggers,”’ stating that ‘we have scores of them sit 
tingin our high places and administering our 
atiairs,’’ 

Believing you make these statements because of 
misinformation, and that you would gladly give to 
the public any correction that wasin accord with 
the facts, permit me to state that I bave looked over 
the list of appointments of postmasters made in the 
state, since the inaugural oi General Harrison, and 
find only three, out of some one hundred and thirty, 
who are not “to the manor born,” and thove three 
are men of long residence and thoroughly identified 
with the business interests of the state. All the ap 

intments made in the department of justice—two 

Inited States attorneys, one assistant attorney and 
one marshal—are natives ot Georgia. The only 
appointments madein the treasury depariment— 
the collector of internal revenue forthe siate, and 
the surveyor of customs—are also natives of thi 
state. 

As to the railway mail service, the superintend- 
ent is a northern manof long residence here, but 
the republican organization of the state strongly 
urged an ex-confederate soldier and a native of 
Georgia for the place, and it is not responsible for 
the appointment, which was made by the postmas- . 
ter general, only on the prea of the experience of 
the gentleman appointed and the needs of the ser- 
vice. His appointment has been, I believe, gen- 
erally commended by the southern press, Very 
few of the railway postal clerks who nave been ap- 
pointed since March 4th are men of northern Lirth, 
and since April 30th no political influence has had 
to do with these appointments, as they aave been 
made under the civii service laws, eee 

I know of no appointments in Georgia in recent 
years of such persons as would come under the 
definition of ‘“‘carpet-baggers,’’ which definition 
you state was given by General Longstreet. 

The only one I have known of that could at all be 
classed as a ‘“‘carpet bagger,’’ who has been ap- 
pointed to office, was a young man from Ohio, who 
was appointed under Mr. Cleveland’s administra- 
tion asaspecialagent of the postoflice department, 
after having been in the state a few months at work 
upon the Evening Journal—a most worthy young 
man. bing ! respectfully, A, E, Buck.

DR. TUCKER'S DEATH. 
THE SAD ACCIDENT CULMINATED 
FATALLY YESTERDAY. 


After Safferinga Vast Deal of Pain, the Man 
of God Passes Peacefully to Rest—His 
Career and Life Wurk. 

Dr. H. H. Tucker died at sunrise yesterday 
morning. 

One of the brightest lights in Georgia was 
extinguished when he breathed his last. 

The sad details of the accident that resulted 
so fatally, were given in vesterday'’s paper. 
He continued to grow worse during the night, 
and despite the most faithful exertions of his 
physician and every assistance that fond hearts 
could suggest and loving hands render, he died 
just a few minutes before 6 o’clock. 

The sad news of his death will be received 
with deepest grief by many loving and admwir- 
ing friends throughout the country. 

De. Tucker died in the harness. 

He was a delegate to Stone Mountain Bap- 
tist association at Sharon church several days 
last week, and returned to his home on Satur- 
day evening previous tothe accident Satur- 
day night. 

: A USEFUL LIFE. 

Rev. Henry Holcombe Tucker was a@& man 

universally admired for the brilliancy of his 


intellect. 

There has never lived in the south a Bap- 
tist minister of finer attainments. 

His father was of one of the first families of 
Warren county, Georgia, and his grandfather 
was a planter of the old time sort who made 
Georgians famous as gentlemen of culture and 
refinement in the long ago. 

His mother was the daughter of Rev. Henry 
Holeombe, D.D., and his ancestry, both pa- 
ternal and maternal, were Virginians. The 
subject of this sketch was born in Warren 
county May 10, 1819. 

When quite young Dr. Tucker was sent to 
Philadelphia, and remained there until he was 
about eighteen yearsold. In 1854 he became a 
member of the Baptist church, and was bap- 
tized in the Delaware river by the elder Brant- 


ley. 

Having received a preparatory education at 
the University of Pennsylvania, entering as a 
freshman in 1834, after having passed through 
an examination in Latin and Greek that 
was considered phenomenal at the time. 

When ho was half advanced in the senior 
class he entered the Columbian college at 
Washington, D. C., where he graduated with 
honors in 1838, just as he attained his majority. 
He bore off the degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

In 1846 he was admitted to the bar at For- 
syth, Ga., and fortwo years he practiced his 
profession in Monroe and adjoining counties. 

During these early years of his career he 
was wedded to Miss West, of Savannah, who 
lived for only a short time. She wasa woman 
of many accomplishments, and her death was 


a sad blow to the young man. 
LEAVES THK LAW. 

In 1848 Dr. Tucker sold his law books and 
left the profession that held out to him so 
many promises at once and forever. 

He went to Mercer university, then located 
at Penfield, and was a student under Dr. Dagg, 
the iilustrious president. 

He then began teaching, and for three years 
was a teacher in the Southern Female 
college, LaGrange, Ga., where he was 
ordained to the ministry in 1851. 

From LaGrange he went to Richmond, Va., 
and taught in the female institute in that city 
forashort time. For a short while during 
that time he was pastorot a church in Alex- 
andria, but failing health compelled his resig~ 
nation in less than a year. 

In 1856 he was elected unanimously to the 
professorship of metaphysics and belles lettres 
in Mercer unlversity. He remained there 
until 1862, when Mercer universisy was almost 
broken up by the war, In 1860 he was hon- 
ored with the degree of doctor of divinity at 
Columbian college, Washington. 

So soon as the war closed the university was 
re-established, and Dr. Tucker was then 
unanimously elected president. 

During his administration the univesity was 
removed to Macon, and Dr. Tucker took a 
prominent partin securing its removal. He 
remained there until 1871, when he resigned 
the presidency of Mercer. 

In the meantime he had wedded Miss 
Stevens, a lady from Massachusetts, and two 
children blessed their union. 

When he resigned the nresidency of Mercer 
he took his family for a year’s trip through 
European countries. 

BAPTIZING IN THE TIBER. * 

During that memorable trip Dr. Tucker 
performed the first act of baptism by immer- 
sion that had been performed since the early 
ages. 

"Ho had assisted in planting the banner of 
the Baptists in the ancient city ot Rome, and 
to him was granted the honor of baptizing a 
male convert in the Tiber river. Returning 
through Paris he served the American chapel 
as pastor during the winter months. 

In 1874 he was_ elected 
lor of the university of 
and filled that position for four years. 

In i876 he was again honored by having the 
decree of doctor of laws conferred upon him 
by Mercer university. 

AS AN EDITOR. 

In 1878 he became editor of the Christian 
Index, a position that he held with honor to 
himself and great pleasure to the readers of 
the paper, for ten years. 

His editorials were always strong, vigorous 
and te the point. People learned to look for them 
from week to week; and they were eagerly an- 
ticipated by the people whenever any question 
of special interest to the public was up for dis- 
cussion. 

Logical, candid, fearless, he was held in the 
highest respect by his contemporaries, and al- 
ways carried a strong constituency with him in 
his course. 

His editorials were models of good English 
and for purity of diction and depth of research 
were unexcelled among the writers of this 
country. He remained editor of the Index 
until a little more than a yeas ago, when his 
connection ceased for ashort time. In Sep- 
tember, 1888, he purchased the paper and be- 
came soie editor and proprietor. 

AS A PREACHER. 

Dr. Tucker’s sermons were always listened 
to with intense interest by such congregations 
as he found time to address during intervals 
that he snatched from the arduous duties of his 
laborious life. 

Many of his sermons were published, and 
each created a profound impression when it 
appeared in print. 

Among the principal ones were the sermon 
on ‘‘Baptism,’’ preached in Chattanooga in 
1879, published by the American Baptist Pub- 
lication society and widely circulated; ‘'The 
Right and the Wrong bide of Raising Money 
for Religious and Benevolent Purposes,’’ and 
others that were widely read and commented 
upon. 

MT he Gospel in Enoch,’’ published by 
J. 3B. Lippincott & Co., attraced 
much attention on account of 
the deep research and beautiful expression 
which it exhibited. 

HIS WAR RECORD, 

Dr. Tucker was not only a gentleman, a 
scholar, a minister, an editor, an author; but 
he was a patriot of the finest type. 

Loving the union, he opposed secession. 

Loving his country, he-stood by his people 
when the dark pall of internecine warfare 
shadowed the horizon of the land of the free. 

When the confederacy needed help he was 
a bold advocate. 

When the people could not get salt for their 
scanty supplies of food, he conceived the idea 
of manufacturing salt, and became president 
of a large salt manufacturing company. 

When the smallpox epidemic swept through 
the country he came to the front, and with 
lancet and virus vaccinated all who desired 
the operation, free of any charge whatever. - 

He founded the ‘'Georgia Relief and Hos- 
pital association,’’ an institation 
that affiliated with the Northern Chris- 
tian commission, and _ thousands of 
confederate soldiers loved to revere his mem 
wed on account of this benevolent organiza- 
tion.

Interviewed in Regard to the Duel

COLONEL HUFF AGAIN ARRESTED. 


He Returas to Alabama to Resume Opera.

OPELIKA, Ala., September 9. —[Special.]— 
Colonel W. A. Huff, one of the Georgia duel- 
ists, was arrested today at 1:30 o’clock near 
Salem, Ala., twelve miles from Opelika, also 
his friend Captain Roff Sims, of Macon, by 
Chief of Police Yarborough and Sheriff Mc- 
Graw, of this (Lee) county. 

Eariy this morning THe CoNsTITUTION re- 
porter received information that. Colonel Huff 
was on the Savannah and Western train and 
would get off at Salem. Quickly getting one 
of the fastest horses that was to be had he was 
quickly on his way to the suppesod scene of 
the duel, arriving at Salem at 12 o’clock.

After diligent in- 
quiry your correspondent was informed that 
two strangers had arrived in Salem on the 
early morning train from Columbus, and that 
the last seen of them they}Jwere$walking down 
the Columbus road. Just at this time the 
sheriff started off and, walking a few steps, a 
stranger caine out of Crowder’s jewelry store. 
Chief Yarborough suspicioned the stranger as 
being one of the duelling party, arrested him 
as he touched the sidewalk. It was thought 
that it was Colonel Rhett, but proved to be 
Captain Sims, of the Southern Cadets, who 
was Colonel Huft’s companion, but Cap- 
tain Sims refused to talk, and would give 
no information as to whore Colonel Huff’ was, 
Chief Yarborough, however, not to be out- 
done, left Captain Sims with Sheriff Mc- 
Graw, and proceeded on in company with the 
reporter to find Colonel Hut A & pine 
thicket on the right hand side of the road the 
chief spied Colonel Huff, but the latter did 
not see him. Walking up with a smile, Chief 
Yarborough said: 

‘‘] suppose your name is Huff ?’’ 

Colonel Haff auswered him by saying he 
was correct. The chief, quickly telling him 
his business, requested him to come to Salem 
that they might get the carriage and goto 
Opelika, which was done. Colonel Itulf said 
he was very hungry, not having ¢aten a square 
meal for throe days, and that he would not 
have been caught had he not wanted water 
so badly that he was almost starved. 

THE RIDE FROM SBLEM TO OPELIKA 

was made in two hours without any special ine 
cident, and after arriving a peace warrant was 
sworn for them both, and a hearing was given 
at once. Colonel! Huff's bond was ten thonsand 
dollars and Captain Sims’ twenty-five 
hundred tokeep the peace in Alabama for 
twelve months. The bonds were made by 
strangers to both of.the gentiemen. However, 
had a fifty dollar bond been ree 
quired it would have been made as quickly. 

THERE ARE SEVERAL SULPHUR SPRINGS, 

In a personal interview with Colonel Huff 
tonight, he said that he had heard nothing 
from his second after leaving Atlanta, excent 
a telegram to come toSulphur Springs, but as 
there are several sulphur springs, he did not 
know which one to go to, as the telegram did 
not designate in which state. 

COLONEL HUFF AND CAPTAIN SIMS 
are now quartered at the Opelika house, and 
will leave fur Atlanta on the 3a. m. train to- 
morrow, arriving in Atlanta at 7 o’clock. 

Colonel Huff seems hurt to think that he 
has not heard from his second, and cannot ac 
count forit. There will, however, be no duele 
ing in Alabama between Huff and Patterson, 
as the peace bond is so heavy that it cannot be 
afforded. 

How Huff Got Out of Macon. '

When Colonel W. A. Huff reached Macon 
last night from Columbus he did n6t go home,

rsons, on conviction, shall be

The bill was referred to the general judiclary 


committee.

The legislature seems 
ripe to pass a very stringent measure on duel- 
ing.
